( iv ) Up to a maximum of three years If a candidate is a resident of the 

former French Settlements which have now become part of India and 

has been receiving his education through the medium of French 
( y ) Up to a maximum of four years if a candidate is a resident of the 

Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 


6 . A candidate for any of the grades must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from physical defect likely to interfere with the discharge of his 
duties as an officer of the Service . A candidate who , after such medical exa 
mination as may be prescribed under the rules in force, is found not to satisfy 
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LE 
these requirements, shall not be appointed . Only guch candidates as are likely 
to be considered for appointment, will be medically examined . 

7. (a ) No male candidate who has more than one wife living shall be eligible 
for appointment to the Service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for doing so , exempt any person from the operation of this provision , 

( b ) No female candidate who has married a person having already a wife 
living will be eligible for appointment to the Service , unless the Government 
specially exempt such candidates from the operation of this provision . 

8. Success in the examination confers no right to appointment unless the 
Government are satisfied , after such enquiry as may be considered necessary , 
that the candidate is suitable , in all respects . for appointment to the Service. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE 
Rule 2 ( b ) . - Schedules I to VI specify the categories of Duty Posts only for 
the purpose of determining the eligibility of departmental candidates for the 
initial constitution of the Service. Simultaneously with the initial constitution 
of the Service, these Schedule will be substituted by those containing details of 
the duty posts to be encadred in the Service .

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution , in so far as it applies to the officers of the Secretary of States 
Services serving in connection with the affairs of the Union , the President hereby 
makes the following rules , namely :- - 


1 . Short title and application ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Secretary of 
State s Services ( Remittances into and Payments from Provident Fund ) Rules , 
1959. 

( 2 ) They apply to persons, other than members of the Indian Civil Service 
or the Indian Police , who are governed by the Superior Civil Services India 
Provident Fund ) ( Sterling Accounts ) Rules , 1934 . 


2 . Definitions. — In these rules 

(a ) Fund means the Secretary of State s Services General Provident Fund ; 
( b ) officer means an officer of the Secretary of State s Services, other 

than a member of the Indian Civil Service or the Indian Police . 


3 . Conversion of existing credits in sterling into rupees .- - Notwithstanding 
anything contained in the Superior Civil Services ( India Provident Fund ) ( Ster 
ling Accounts ) Rules , 1934 , the amount standing to the credit of an officer in the 
Fund at the commencement of these rules shall be converted into rupees at the 
rate of 1 sh . 6d . to a rupee , 


4 . Remittances into and payments from the Fund . - Notwithstanding anything 
contained in the Superior Civil Services ( India Provident Fund ) ( Sterling 
Accounts ) Rules, 1934, on and after the commencement of these rules, all 
remittances into and payments from the Fund shall be made in India and in 
fupees : 

Provided that , where the payee is of non - Indian domicile , payment from the 
Fund may be made through the High Commissioner of India in the United 
Kingdom either in the sterling minimum or in rupees converted into sterling at 
such rate of exchange as the President may by order prescribe,

5 . Decision of questions. If any question arises relating to the interpretation 
of these rules, it shall be referred to the Central Government whose decision 
thereon shall be final.
